SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


‘ED 


The follewing report of the condition of the schools in the town the 
past year is respectfully submitted. 


District No. 1. Winter Zerm—Jamus UL. Smita, Teacher. © 
The unwearied exertions of the teacher were highly successful in mak- 
ing this one of the best schools during the year. The, most perfect 
order was maintained, the greatest thoroughness in teaching exhibited 
and good improvement made. 


District No. 2. Summer Term—Mary E. Voss, Teacher. In 
this school one of our best teachers was employed, possessing excellent 
qualifications for her work. Had the scholars labored as hard as the 
teacher, it would have been a first class school, general improvement 
good ; some classes very good. 


Winter Term—James L. Smrru, Teacher. This term closed in 4 
weeks. It was not successful, owing probably to a misunderstandicg 
before its commencement. Scholars, Parents, and Teacher, must co- 
operate, to make any school profitable. 


Disrriot No. 3. Summer Term—E. Frances Wurtyey, Teacher. 
This was a profitable term. Teacher well qualified—school orderly, and 
good improvement made. 


Winter Term—Grorar A. Wixxins, Teacher. This teacher pos- 
Besses many good qualifications, and labored hard. The school would 
have been much improved with better order and more rigid discipline 
of mind. Some improvement was made. 


District No. 4. Summer Term—Marta A. George, Teacher. 
This school enjoyed the labors of an active, energetic teacher. With 
such teachers and schools we expect much. We were not disappoint- 
ed in this case. The school was well managed and good improvement 
made. 
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Winter Term—A. B. Dascoms, Teacher. This term compares 
well with the summer term. Good teacher, scholars, method of in- 
struction, order and improvement. Some very advanced scholars. In 
all respects a superior school. 


District No. 5. Summer Term-—Luoy A. Turrir, Teacher. 
This teacher is much above the ordinary grade. The instruction was 
very thorough and the scholars appeared perfectly acquainted with 
what they attempted to learn. Order and improvement good. 


Winter Term—L. M. Wiixtys, Teacher. We are sorry to say that 
this was not avery profitable term. Not because the teacher did 
not labor hard, but his age and experience’ were not adequate to the 
task. 


District No. 6. Summer Term—Mary H. Cuarrn, Teacher. This 
was about an average school as to teacher, management, and improve- 
ment. 


Winter Term—Moxxis Curistiz, Teacher. The qualifications of 
the teacher, very superior for teaching and managing a school. Rapid 
improvement was made for so short term. Deportment and order of 
the scholars, very commendable. 


District No. 7. Summer Term—Linpa F. Duncan, Teacher. 
A little more energy and experience would make this a good teacher. 
Ordinary improvement. 


Winter Term—Mary J. Dunewun, Teacher. This teacher is well 
qualified for her work. The scholars were orderly, appoared anxious 
to learn, and made considerable progress. 


District No. 8. Summer Term—Mary EH. Vosz, Teacher. This 
is a very small school. Had only one term. The scholars improved 
very rapidly. 


Disrrict No. 9. Summer Term—Dorotay M. Wiipnr, Teacher. 
If there was any marked defect in thisschool it was a want of thorough- 
ness in the mode of teaching. Some scholars made very good ad- 
vancement. 


District No. 10. Winter Term—Lucy A. Tuvrix, Teacher. 
This is a very small school. The money was.expended very profitably. 


District No. 12. Winter Term—Mary E. Vosz, Teacher. 
Much praise is due to the teacher and scholars of this school. In 
every respect no school has been forward of this. Considering the 
advantages, here are found some of the most advanced scholars in town. 
The management of the school and deportment of the scholars are 
praise worthy. 
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Distrrot No.18. Summer Term—E iza A. Parkinson, Teacher. 
This school has been favored with one of our best and most experienc- 
ed teachers. Any district that employs her will be sure to get their 
money’s worth. Management and improvement good. 


Winter Term—Same teacher as in the summer term. It is not yet 
closed, but progressing well. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


To Teachers. One very prominent object in the education of youth 
should be to discipline and develope the mental powers. The great 
object should not be so much to learn the pupil a great many things, 
as to mould and shape the mind so as to prepare him to learn himself 
in all future life; to lay the foundation on which he can rear the super- 
structure. 


Order. Laxity of discipline, a tendency toward disorder is the 
manifest characteristic of schools at the present day. This is not-al- 
together the fault of teachers, but of parents and of society generally. 
If perfect order and quietness were sustained and called for by parents 
and society, the teachers task would be comparatively easy to preserve 
it. 


Teachers’ Institutes. We would earnestly recommend to all who 
expect to teach, to avail themselves of the advantages of Teachers’ 
Institutes. Here they may avail themselves of the judgment and ex- 
perience of our best educators. It has a tendency to establish a uni- 
formity in the best method of teaching and conducting schools. 

Prudential Committees should use much caution and care in select- 
ing teachers. They should satisfy their minds by inquiry that they 
are employing good teachers. 

Many of our schools are very short, and a hundred or two dollars 
more money raised would be of great advantage to the rising genera- 
tion. Kducation is the best legacy we can leave our children. 

In closing this report we would express our gratitude to the great 
Author of all our blessings for his fostering care over our schools the 
past year. Tor the health, harmony, peace and prosperity which has 
been enjoyed.
